A dispatch received at the colonial 
office here from Fort D* F ra n ce says 
there is no .doubt that Governor Mout- 
tet an I the commander of the troops 
at St Pierre Colonel Dam art dead.

May 12 .— Advices he* eived here from 
the vicinity of St. Pierre (IO m iles 
from here I contain further details of 
the terrible volcanic upheaval which 
resulted in the utter destruction of 
that town and the death of nearly all 
its inhabitants. 
The crater of Mont Pelee has beqn 
wearing its "smoke ta p ” since the 
third of May. but there was nothing I 
until last Monday 
to indicate that 
there was the slightest danger. 
On 
that day a stream of 
bolling lava 
burst through the top of the crater and 
plunged Into the valley of the River 
Blanche, 
overwhelm ing 
the 
Guerin 
sugar works and killing 23 workpeo 
pie aud the son of the proprietor. 
A com m ission was appointed by the 
governor to investigate the outbreak 
and it returned a reassuring report on 
W ednesday evening. 
But about 8 
o'clock on Thursday morning a show- j 
er of fire rushed down on 3t. Pierre 
and coast from Le Uarbet. which had ! 
a population of 6,00o. to Le Precbeur. 
which

burning up everything in Up path. 
Throughout Thursday the heat in Hip 
vicinity of St. Pierre was so intense 
and the stream of flowing lava was so 
unrem itting that it was im possible to 
approach tho town during the early 
part of the day. 
As evening approach­ 
ed the French cruiser Bucket, after a 
hm>ic battle with th© heat. suffocation 
and sulphur fumes, succeeded In mak 
ing a dash toward the shore, nearing 
the land close enough to enable her tc 
take off 30 survivors of the disaster 
all of whom were horribly burned am. ! 
mutilated. 
St. Pierre at that time wa* 
an absolute sm oking waste, concealing 
30,000 corpse**, whose rapid decompo­ 
sition necessitated, ip som e cases, in­ 
stantly com pleting their areolation. j 
which was only partially accotapjiphecj 
by the lava. 
The inhabitants of Fort DeFrance J 
were panic stricken the morning of the 
disaster, when tim sky suddenly black- I 
ened until it was as dark aa midnight, 1 
The ne* shrank back SO yards, and bot 
m in began to fall, while gravel tfcp 


size of walnuts poured down on the 
town. 
This lasted about 15 minutes. I 
The 41) survivors were brought here 
Saturday from 
the vicinity of St. 
Pierre by the French cable repair ship 
Pouyer Guertler, which cam e from the 
town of Le Precheur. where, surround­ 
ed on all sides bv flowing lava, they 
w ere ne arly roasted to death and ex 
pected mom entarily to be engulfed. 
The work of relief is progressing 
here on the most extensive scale pos­ 
sible, but in anticipation of disturb­ 
ances. the treasury building and the 
w arehouses are guarded by troops. 
The I at* -rt reports receive:! here show 
ed that lava continues to pour down 
the slopes of the mountain, slowly en­ 
gulfing the whole north side of the 
island, while fresh crevasses are con­ 
tinually opening.

Common laborers do not have to tramp 
in search of employment.” 


Chief Inspector McAbee Talks. 
“The work of this department has 
been largely educational,” said Chief 
Inspector McAbee to your correspond­ 
ent the other day. 
“In almost every 
case it has been necessary only tor 
us to call 
attention to deficiencies 
in factory surroundings in order to 
ensure their prompt improvement. 
In 
very few cases has it. been necessary 
to employ drastic measures, but when 
occasion 
demanded, 
we 
have 
not 1 
hesitated to carry the law into the 
court for vindication, and we have not 
failed in a single instance to have it 
upheld. On the other hand many man­ 
ufacturers have borne testimony to 
the beneficial effects of the law in the 
improvement of the personnel, the 
spirit and the efficiency of their em­ 
ployes. 
So great has been industrial 
growth in our state during the past 
three years that it is exceedingly for­ 
tunate we have had this law to prevent 
the conditions which usually arise dur­ 
ing such a period—the crowding of 
rooms, the failure to provide safety de­ 
vices under the 
pressure of rapid 
changes, and the hasty erection of 
buildings.” 
Some Instances of Improvement. 
“Practical illustrations of the ben­ 
efits of this law are plentiful. 
For 
instance, when I was first appointed. 
I was Informed of a certain factory in 
Indianapolis where ten men were em­ 
ployed, one of whom died every year 
owing to unsanitary conditions. 
The 
room where these men were at work 
was at all times full of flying dust. 
Conditions in that establishment have 
been revolutionized, the room Is prac­ 
tically free from dust, and the life of 
a workman there is no longer limited 
to ten years. 
“I cannot now recall a place In the 
state that had, when this law went 
Into effect, what is called a blower sys­ 
tem from emery wheels for taking the 
dust out of the rooms. 
The effect of 
flying particles of steel and other for­ 
eign substances, I need not say was 
most injurious to the health of work­ 
men. Now the use of these appliances 
is practically universal. 
I remember 
one Indiana establishment employing 
a large number of men, where the 
rooms were so full of flying particles 
that It was Impossible to see across 
them, forty or fifty wheels being in 
active operation. 
I said to the pro­ 
prietor: 
’This will never do; your 
men can’t live in’ such a place.’ 
‘It 
will cost me a thousand dollars to 
remedy the trouble,’ he replied, an i 
he objected vigorously. 
I Issued an 
order requiring the change, and it was 
made. 
Not long ago I wont into that 
establishment and noted a complete 
change of conditions. 
I met the pro­ 
prietor. who said to me: 
‘Well, you 
made us do it, and it cost us a thou­ 
sand dollars, but we are mighty glad 
we got it in.’ 
This Is only one of a 
great many similar instances.” 
Operations of the Law.

“His excellency the governor, per an­ 
num, IOO deerskins. 
“His honor the chief justice. 500 
deerskins.

“Clerk of the house of commons, 200 
raccoon skins. 
“Justice's fee for serving a warrant, 
one mlnkskln.” 
At that time the state of Franklin 
extended to the east bank of the Mis­ 
sissippi river, and on the west bauk 
was that great unknown forest region 
of Louisiana. 
It was then a “terra in­ 
cognita,'’ save a few canoe landings 
and Indian trading posts on the river 
banks, 
it was known us the district 
of Louisiana and in 1805 was made 
the territory of Louisiana. 
The state of 
Franklin, which 
be­ 
came Tennessee in I TIKI, was almost 
as little known. 
The now great city 
of Memphis was a mere trading post 
and was not laid out as a village until 
1820. 
Pelts were as plentiful In those days 
as pennies aud much better distributed 
for purp< ses of currency and barter. 
I he pioneers were perhaps as happy 
and as well contented as is tile average 
citizen now.—Arkansas Gazette.
